2. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Plenty of prior art devices display the runway system for airport control such as 
the interface for airport traffic control purposes taught by Vandevoorde et al [U.S. 
6,246,342]. However, there is no prior art device that displays the mnways and 
taxiways inside the aircraft wherein the resolution is selected based on the position and 
heading or a taxi speed thereof.
